New Super-List May ‘Save’ Service Men For 
Duration; Only 5600 Service Firms Left in Nation 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—On Selective Service’s new 
list of “most critical” occupations which are to get 
“super deferment” appear “gas or electric refrigerator 
equipment repairman,” and “refrigerator engineer.” 
Now that occupation succeeds dependency as the chief 
reason for deferment from the draft, refrigeration 
servicemen are in the best possible position. There is 


no other occupation that rates above refrigeration 


service whereas most occupations (automotive service- 
men, for instance) rate under it. Selective Service’s 
recognition of the importance of refrigeration also 
occurred in its additional list of non-deferrable occupa- 


tions. Among the non-deferrables appeared this: 


“merchandising display equipment such as cabinets 
and showcases (excluding refrigerated display equip- 
ment.”) WPB records show that less than 5,600 regis- 
tered refrigeration service firms are now in existence 
in the nation, which means that active recruiting of 
new service personnel—in addition to draft deferment 
for those remaining—will be necessary in coming 
months. This “super deferment” can be ignored by 
local draft boards, of course, but it does mean that 
appeal boards should feel inclined to defer refrigera- 
tion servicemen from now on.

Price V iolator 
Faces Year’s 
Suspension 


SAN FRANCISCO — Accused of 
selling four washing machines, two 
refrigerators and two vacuum clean- 
ers for prices from 50 to 150% above 
ceilings set by the Office of Price 
Administration, William Heyman, 
owner of San Francisco’s Pacific 
Appliance Co. at 2767 Mission St., 
was confronted last week with an 
OPA demand that he be suspended 
from business. 

The affidavit, signed by Douglas 
M. Forsyth, OPA _ investigator, 
charges that Heyman’s company on 
June 2 sold a reconditioned washing 
machine to a nearby naval station 
for $135, in spite of OPA’s estab- 
lished ceiling price of $27.50. 

On March 19, the affidavit states, 
the company sold three washers to 
the U. S. Public Roads Administra- 
tion for $150 each, when OPA’s 
established ceiling price was $75 
each. 

The two refrigerators and vacuum 
cleaners were sold to private pur- 
chasers, according to the affidavit, at 
increases ranging from $5 to $25 
over OPA ceilings, and the com- 
pany’s books were commensurately 
falsified. 

Heyman stated that he felt the 
prices charged were specifically justi- 
fied by the work done on the ma- 
chines, in the face of uncertainties 
and contradictions between govern- 
mental figures and factory require- 
ments as to prices and transporta- 
tion costs. 

“The washing machines were sold 
to the government and required the 
addition of new parts and expert 
workmanship,” Heyman said. ‘“We 
felt justified in seeing that the ut- 
most was done to get a perfect job, 
which cost an average of $100 a 
machine. 

“The washers were to be used on 
ships and sent to distant lands, and 
they required direct current motors. 
We considered the reconstruction in 
light of the fact that wherever they 
went there wouldn’t be any repair 
shops around to fix them if anything 
went haywire. 

“There are contradictory figures 
between factory and OPA ceilings on 
vacuum cleaners and on the costs of 
attachments. There are contradictions 
in the transportation costs of refrig- 
erators. We told the OPA that we 
were charging these prices. I hope 
this can be a test case to straighten 
out some of the regulations.” 

OPA’s suit against Heyman is de- 
clared to be the first of its kind on 
the West Coast. Meanwhile it has 
asked for a temporary injunction, 
pending settlement of the action, to 
restrain him from further operations. 

A warning notice was served on 
Heyman on March 6, according to 
George Moncharsh, district enforce- 
ment attorney for OPA. More than 
900 similar warnings have been 
issued within the San _ Francisco 
area, he added, and all of these will 
be reviewed to determine whether 
there have been other violations. 

Under the power control act, OPA 
has the authority to seek suspension 
of business licenses where there are 
violations of the act. Maximum pen- 
alty that can be ordered by the 
Federal Court is one year’s sus- 
pension.

List of Dehydrator 


Producers Changed; 
Deadline Still Held 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— General 
Limitation Order No. L-308 has been 
amended to effect various changes in 
the authorized list of manufacturers 
of food dehydrators, and in the 
quantities they are to produce for 
Sept. 1. 

Nine manufacturers at their own 
request were released from Schedule 
A. These were the companies and 
their original allotments:

Two of the six had bid for in- 
creased amounts, and were awarded 
augmented quantities: Burdick Ba- 
ron Co., Dallas, Tex., from 1,000 to 
5,000; and Houston Ready Cut House, 
Houston, Tex., from 5,000 to 10,000. 


To maintain the total production 
schedule as originally determined, 
five new manufacturers’ appear, 
granted production quotas in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of 
the Small War Plants Corp. Their 
quotas were assigned, like the others, 
with the acceptance of Sept. 1 as 
a deadline:

Where a surplus of one type of 
goods usable in another area is 
found, it may be possible to shift 
supplies to take care of needs in the 
shortage area, it was said. 

Past instances of small local sur- 
pluses have convinced OCR of the 
existence of small reserves. 

In other instances, where the need ' 
for an item in short supply is found 
to be purely local, authority to pro- 
duce a small quantity to take care 
of the locality may be forthcoming. |

Conflicting Orders by Government Agencies Cause Mounting Losses 


37 Carloads of 
Potatoes Dumped 


VINCENNES, Ind. — Thirty-seven 
carloads of potatoes, the majority of 
them spoiled and rotting apparently 
from inadequate refrigeration, were 
piled high in a Vincennes dumpyard 
last week. 

_ Army trucks hauled the decaying 
potatoes from a local cold storage 
firm, but where they came from be- 
fore that, how they came to be 
spoiled, and by whose order they 
finally were scrapped, all were facts 
not available to the local press. (See 
Col. 2.) 

The facts will not be secret long, 
stated Gerald Landis, congressman 
from the 7th district and chairman 
of the House Fresh Fruits and 
Vegetables Committee. He said that 
he had wired a demand for immedi- 
ate investigation to Marvin Jones, 
war food administrator, in Washing- 
ton. 

Second-hand information, as yet 
unverified by official record, patched 
together a story that this represented 
37 of an original 200-carload ship- 
ment sent through the St. Louis 
yards, where the entire shipment had 
been delayed on a siding for from 
10 to 12 days. 

The loss represented in this lot 
however was undeniable. Landis esti- 
mated it at $60,000. Location and 
disposition of the other 263 carloads 
could not be ascertained yet, he re- 
ported. 

“TI talked with James McGuire, who 
was pointed out to me as the govern- 
ment man in charge of potatoes 
here,” Landis stated. “I couldn’t get 
him to admit even what branch of 
the government he represented.” 


Meanwhile Otto Schlomer, owner 
of the dump, was carrying on quite 
a business operation. The hand- 
picked cream of the crop he was 
selling for $1 a bushel. If you wanted 
to pick out your own, the price was 
25 cents a bushel. So far he has 


sold more than $50 worth.

Lettuce, Cantaloupes 
Jettisoned at Chicago 


CHICAGO—Two carloads of pota- 
toes, one of lettuce, and one of 
cantaloupes were dumped in the 
Alton railroad yards, at 49th street 
and Merrimac avenue in Chicago, 
after the contents had rotted from 
lack of refrigeration, railroad em- 
ployes revealed last week. 

The potatoes first entered the 
yards last Thursday. They were 
grown in North Carolina, yard em- 
ployes said, and were consigned to 
the South Water market. 

The cars were a part of shipments 
in the eastern state 
which became unfit for use through 
lack of icing due to conflicting orders 
by government agencies. 

The Office of Price Administration 
first guaranteed the Carolina grow- 
ers a minimum price of $2.25 per 
hundred pounds so the potato raisers 
could dig them and ship them with- 
out a loss 

Buyers refused to take them after 
the Office of Defense Transporation 
would not allow ice for shipping. 
When growers protested, the ODT 
permitted half the usual amount of 
ice, but by that time spoilage had 
started. 

The government made good on its 
promise and paid the growers the 
guaranteed price, then shipped the 
potatoes to various cities in the 
Middle West. It was too late to save 
them, however, and carloads were 
jettisoned at Vincennes, Ind. ©

As Food Shipments Spoil for Lack of Ice and Are Thrown Away

SAN FRANCISCO—Inadequate re- 
frigeration caused the condemnation 
last week of more than 4,000 pounds 
of dressed poultry from a 28,000- 
pound shipment received here from 
Argentina, and 2,625 pounds of ox- 
tails and beef livers from Illinois, 
according to the report of Dr. J. C. 
Geiger, city health director. 


market, railroad employes said, and 
the government ordered these also 
destroyed. 

They were taken to the Alton 
yards on Sunday and dumped there. 
It was said not a single potato was 
edible. 

The carload of lettuce, a high 
grade iceberg variety from Salinas, 
Calif., arrived on the market here a 
week ago, consigned by a California 
cooperative concern to the market 
here for auction. 

It, too, was so badly spoiled that 
buyers refused to bid on it and it 
was taken out to the yards and 
dumped. 


The carload of cantaloupes, with 
a retail value of several thousands of 
dollars, was shipped on consignment 
by a group of Texas growers. 

Railroad employes said they be- 
lieved the car was insufficiently iced 
when it was shipped and that gov- 
ernment regulations prohibited re- 
icing en route. 

Buyers also refused to bid on any 
of the contents and they were added 
to the rotting masses in the railroad 
yard. 


Industrial Refrigeration System 
Set Up for Steel Shell Manufacturer 


CHICAGO—tThe use of industrial 
refrigeration in controlling high 
heat-treating operations was ex- 
emplified in three installations re- 
cently made by Midwest Engineering 


& Equipment Co., of Chicago, for 
three plants of J. I. Case Co., steel 
manufacturers. 


First call came from the company’s 
South Racine plant, where a produc- 
tion schedule necessitated by war 
contracts proved existing cooling 
equipment inadequate to the job. 


Here both oil and caustic cooling 
for quench operations were required. 
Water was drawn from Lake Michi- 
gan to cool the oil, and a 42-inch 
shell and tube heat exchanger proved 
adequate to produce the 100° F. tem- 
perature required. 

For cooling the caustic solution to 
55° F., a 130-ton ammonia system 
was installed, with the lake water 
from the oil cooler’ circulating 
through two vertical shell and tube 
condensers. 

This system altogether served six 
oil and caustic-solution quench tanks, 
connected via pumps to the coolers 
as outlined above. 

At the Case company’s Rock 
Island plant, the revised refrigera- 


tion system cut delicate gear rejec- 
tions from 50% to negligible pro- 
portions. 

Here, individual water-cooling tow- 
ers had to be supplied, in the absence 
of lake water. Individual pumps and 
shell-type heat exchangers served 
each of the four oil quench tanks. 
The oil system used 50 tons’ evapora- 
tion, while a 25-ton ammonia system 
cooled the caustic solutions. 


New quench tanks with agitators 
were judged unnecessary, since the 
entire heat-treating department had 
been completely revamped, and oil 
and caustic solution velocities of 
four feet per second over the steel 
shells being quenched now were pos- 
sible. 


Successful handling of these two 
industrial refrigeration problems made 
that at the Racine plant simpler. 
Here a 130° F. oil bath was required 
for quenching several tons of steel 
shells an hour, and lake water was 
available. 


Two evaporative coolers were set 
up, with a total refrigeration capacity 
of 350 tons. Circulating pumps 
moved the oil through the quench 
tanks, and 15 connected hp. handled 
the blowers and spray pumps.

Lightweight Fire Prevention Device for Aircraft 
Pilots Will Keep Gas and Oil Lines Beyond Firewall 


MINNEAPOLIS—A new fire pre- 
vention device which weighs only 15 
ounces, and which is helping to pro- 
tect lives of American bomber and 
pursuit pilots, has been developed by 
the Aero division of the Minneapolis- 
Honeywell Regulator Co. 

It eliminates the need for piping 
raw gasoline and lubricating oil to 
indicating meters in the cockpit of 
the plane, it was explained, thus 
keeping beyond the protective fire 
wall the feed lines carrying these 
volatile liquids, which may become 
severed in combat. 

According to W. J. McGoldrick, 
vice president in charge of the divi- 
sion, all aircraft in operation for the 
United States armed forces must be 
equipped with remote fuel and oil 
line pressure indicating devices. This 
is to insure that the highly volatile 
fuels used will not be run through 
fire walls and into the plane itself, 


|} where the danger from fire is ampli- 
| fied because no adequate means of 


fire control is available. 
Fuel and lubricants must be fed to 


aircraft engines under pressure, Mc- 


Goldrick explained, and it is essential 
that a flyer know these readings at 
all times if his plane is to operate 
at maximum efficiency and avoid 
serious motor failures. In the past it 
had been the practice to run a small 
pipe from the fuel lines to pressure 
meters on the plane instrument panel, 
he said, but in order to do this a hole 
had to be cut in the firewall between 
the engine and cabin and thus gaso- 
line and oil were present under pres- 
sure in the cabin at all times when 
the motor was in operation. 

“The ‘Pressure Transmitter’ elim- 
inated this danger by measuring 
pressures in the fuel lines at the 
engine and transmitting them to re- 
cording meters by means of relatively 
small volumes of low viscosity 
liquids,”” McGoldrick said. “The trans- 
mission cell is constructed with two 
chambers divided with a synthetic 
rubber diaphragm. One side of the 
diaphragm is_ subjected to the 
pressure to be measured and the 
other side operated to transmit the 
measured pressure to the instrument 


panel gauge.”

These Are Recent Appliance Regulations 
And Amendments from Washington 


Oil Burner Surplus 
Promises to Relieve 
Production Schedules 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—For more 
effective control of the manufacture 
and more equitable allocation and 
freer distribution (especially to the 
Armed Forces) of existing stocks of 
oil burners, the War Production 
Board has issued Amendment No. 1 
to Limitation Order L-74. 


Under L-74, as originally issued, 
all oil burners were divided into 
Classes A and B, the former those 
which consume in excess of 15 gal- 
lons of fuel per hour, and the latter 
those which consume 15 gallons of 
fuel, or less. The manufacture of 
Class A burners was restricted to 
those orders having a preference 
rating of A-10 or higher; the manu- 
facture of Class B burners was pro- 
hibited. 


A survey reveals that there are 
in dealers’ and manufacturers’ stocks 
about 55,000. Class B_ burners, 


enough to supply a two-year demand 


at present rates. The Armed Forces 
have required quantities of these 
burners, but have not always been 
able to locate sources of supply and 
thus have been forced to order them 
manufactured, using materials which 
might otherwise have been con- 
served. 


It is the purpose of L-74, as 
amended, to have all orders for Class 
B burners routed through the Plumb- 
ing and Heating Division of WPB so 
that prospective purchasers can be 
directed to available supplies. The 
division has estimated that some 30,- 
000 Class B burners will be required 
for military and civilian use in the 
next 12 months. No estimate has 
been made of the requirements for 
other burners. 


Under the amended gqrder, burners 
are divided into three classes. Class 
A comprises those burners which use 
No. 5, 6, or heavier fuel oil, or which 
are designed specifically for ship- 
board use or for heat processing. 
Class B comprises those burners 
which use Nos. 1, 2, 3, or 4 fuel oil 
except a Class C burner which is a 
pot-type vaporizing burner using No. 
1 fuel oil exclusively. 


An approved order for a Class A 
or C burner is one authorized under 
a construction order or for the ac- 
count of a claimant agency. All or- 
ders for Class A or C burners must 
be approved on Form WPB 2727. 


The order prohibits placement of 
an order for any oil burner to be 
used in an area restricted by Order 
L-56 or any order issued by the 
Petroleum Administrator for War, 
unless such order be accompanied by 
a copy of an authorization from 
PAW permitting the delivery of oil 
for such burner. 

This order will affect the entire 
oil burner manufacturing industry, 
composed of some 191 manufacturers, 
of which about 20 are still manu- 
facturing burners. 

There are two WPB orders which 
have direct bearing on this amended 
order. Limitation Order L-79 re- 
stricted delivery @f oil burners to 
ultimate consumers, except on orders 
bearing a preference rating of A-10 
or higher. L-79 has now been amend- 
ed to remove oil burners from this 
restriction. Limitation Order L-56 
prohibits the delivery of fuel oil to 
new installations of oil burners un- 
less approval has been obtained from 
PAW. 


Furniture Retailers 
Ask OCD for Fabrics 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Production 
of upholstery and reupholstery fabrics 
may be increased as a result of pres- 
sure brought by furniture manufac- 
turers and retailers upon the Office 
of Civilian Requirements, govern- 
ment officials report. 

Although the hoped-for upholstery 
production depends almost entirely 
on increases in yarn output, which 
is at present the chief bottleneck in 
the industry, it is felt that the recent 
impact of a torrent of letters from 
furniture men to the OCD is bring- 
ing out favorable consideration of 
their problem. 


‘Assembled’ Radios 
Must Show Official 
OPA Price Ceiling 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Retailers 
have been cautioned by the OPA 
against selling new “assembled” ra- 
dios and phonographs without tags 
which must be attached by the 
assembler to indicate the officially- 
sanctioned retail ceiling price of each 
item. 

Because the manufacture of com- 
plete radio receiving sets and phono- 
graphs is prohibited by wartime con- 
ditions, new sets now appearing on 
the market are assemblies of parts 
likely to have been gathered from a 
variety of different sources. As- 
semblers, who have been reporting 
their new prices to OPA for ap- 
proval now have begun shipments to 
the trade. 

If the retailer receives any “as- 
sembled” radios or phonographs, 
shipped by the assembler after July 
25, 1943, and these sets have not 
been tagged and labeled properly 
prior to shipment, he must withhold 
these from sale until he has con- 
tacted his District OPA office and 
the assembler; and until these 
“assembled” sets have been properly 
tagged and labeled. 

Maximum Price Regulation 430 
(Assembled Radios and _  Phono- 
graphs), which became effective July 
26, 1943, makes it obligatory for 
assemblers of new radios and phono- 
graphs to attach a tag to each item 
sold, stating (1) the retail ceiling 
price of each set, (2) the assembler’s 
stock number for that particular set, 
(3) a notice that the set has been 
assembled and priced in accordance 
with MPR 430, and (4) a statement 
that the set is guaranteed for a 
minimum of 90 days (unless a spe- 
cial price has been authorized by 
OPA under Section 12, in which case 
no guarantee is required). 

Secondarily, the regulation re- 
quires assemblers to affix on the in- 
side of every cabinet of an assembled 
radio receiving set or phonograph a 
label clearly showing (1) the circuit 
diagram of the chassis, including the 
location of tube sockets properly 
marked with the corresponding tube 
number, (2) the original manufac- 
turer’s name and model number of 
the chassis and phonograph, (3) the 
assembler’s name and address, and 
(4) his stock number for the item. 

Retailers also were reminded by 
OPA that, regardless of any former 
practice, every person selling an 
assembled radio receiving set or 
phonograph in the course of business 
is required to furnish the purchaser 
with a sales slip, invoice, or some 
similar evidence of purchase, show- 
ing the assembler’s stock number, 
date of sale, price charged, a state- 
ment showing whether the set is or 


is not guaranteed, and the name and | 7 


address of the purchaser. 


New CMP Amendent Will 
Allow Employers to Buy 


Tools for Resale to Men 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—CMP Regu- 
lation No. 5, which affords priority 
ratings for maintenance, repair, and 
operating supplies, has recently been 
amended to allow an employer to 
purchase such items as hand tools for 
resale to his employes, although the 
employer has not done so before. 

The amendment reads as follows: 

“Section 3175.5 CMP Regulation 
No. 5 is amended as follows: 

“1. By changing the second sen- 
tence of paragr. (b) (2) to read: 

“The terms shall also include such 
items as hand tools purchased by 
the employer for sale to his employes 
for use only in his business, in those 
cases where they would constitute 
operating supplies under established 
accounting practice as issued to em- 
ployes without charge.” 


Buffalo Forge Statement 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Buffalo Forge 
Co. and subsidiaries reported net 
profit for the quarter ended May 31 
of $320,303, equal to 98 cents a com- 
mon share, against $401,530 or $1.23 
a share for the same period last year. 


OPA Bulletin Gives 
Conditions of Sale 
Of Vacuum Cleaners 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Maximum 
Price Regulations 111 and 294, affect- 
ing the conditions of sale of vacuum 
cleaners, are explained as follows in 
the OPA bulletin Recent Price In- 
terpretations No. 25: 


Certain sellers of new and used 
vacuum cleaners require that the 
purchaser trade in a used vacuum 
cleaner, and in some cases that a 
specified brand of model be traded in. 
These sellers refuse to sell to pur- 
chasers who are unable, or refuse, 
to turn in a used cleaner. 


It is not violation of Regulation 
No. 111, nor Regulation 294, for the 
seller to refuse to sell to such pur- 
chasers. However, when the pur- 
chaser does turn in a used cleaner, 
the seller of the new vacuum cleaner 
may not receive more than the maxi- 
mum price under Regulation No. 111, 
which must include a fair allowance 
for the traded-in cleaner. 

The fair allowance for the traded- 
in cleaner is the dollar value of the 
used cleaner. Regulation No. 294 
specifies the minimum trade-in al- 
lowance (75% of maximum whole- 
sale “as is’ price) when a_ used 
cleaner is traded in for another used 
cleaner, in Section 1370.83. 

Where a purchaser of a new house- 
hold vacuum cleaner is unable to 
complete payments on the cleaner 
which he has used in his home, and 
the seller repossesses the cleaner for 
the purpose of reselling it, the cleaner 
is subject to Regulation No. 294 as 
a “used household vacuum cleaner” 
under Section 1370.79 (a), (7). 

No additional operations may be 
charged for as “necessary.”
